Further, while n citizen may be an nd- 
vocnte of prohibition and not bo n Christian, 
no citfceu can be ft Chrbtian and fauir dram 
shops. 


All over the land in which we live arc lo bo 


found orgaoi?ationa of the Women's Christian 
lemperance Union, an uigaiilzatio]' composed 
oC tho wives, mothers and daughters of tins 
nation, who arc; slruggling for a heller gov- 
ernment, for a purer civili/aUon, and who are 
pointing you and me to a higher life. It is in 
response to the invitation of tlie W. C T. U. 
of this citj, that 1 aui here to talk to you this 
evening. 1 think that It Is within the bounds 
of truth to say that the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union Is uot onlv the greatest 
but the most Influential temperance oiganlza

no other organization In this couutrj which 
tends more topurifj and benefit our American 
homes than this one 
If the men of Ibis na- 


tion were possessed of one-half of the pluck, 
one-half tlie faith, and one halt the pcrse\or- 
ance we find characterized in llm nouien of 
this organisation, in live jeare this nation 
would uot be disgmced by the evil of Intem- 
perance. 


Two ways have been uronosod to us for 


remedying Hits e\ll. The lirst flue1 is for us 
toeue It the sanction of Ihe law, to licence 
it, or in other words lo regulate ils sale. The 
other way is to absolutelj and forever 
prohibit tlie manufacture and sale- of intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage 
I am heartily 


iu favor of the latter of these two wajs. 1 
am glad that In the discussion of this question 
we are no longer moving- in the dark; we 
have more than two hundred years experi- 
ence to guide us to our duty In this matter. 


What was tho first thing that whisky did
